How tough could it be to change 
the year from 1999 to 2000, you 
ask? Well, computers may be 
smart, but their programmers 
weren't very farsighted. 

In the '60s and '70s, many 
businesses were looking to cut 
costs. And since computer storage 
space was pricey at the time, pro- 
grammers cut year dates to two 
digits (i.e., 1969 became 69). It 
doesn't sound like a big deal, but 
these machines are more date- 
sensitive than you might think. 

Computers routinely add and 
subtract digits in a date to make a 
variety of logical calculations, 
ranging from travel reservations to 
how much interest you've accrued 
on your savings account. The prob- 
lem lies in the fact that many 
computers designate century data

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get tricky because of unconven- 
tional date coding by programmers. 
The code folks must then identify 
all instances in which an organiza- 
tion or corporation exchanges data 
electronically. Unless both 
exchanging parties are "2000- 
compliant," either could become 
easily contaminated by the non- 
compliant system. 

These changes don't come 
cheap. The consulting firm Gartner 
Group estimates up to $600 billion 
will be spent worldwide to rewrite 
250 billion lines of code. Even 
more daunting is the testing of 
these changes, which could be the 
most time-consuming part of the 
process. 

If those affected by the 
Millennium Bug can't correct all 
the problems by Dec. 31, 1999, 
they must establish priorities and 
contingency plans to tackle the 
most important issues first.

“I gaze down the long hallways of shelves laden with box after box of pre- 
cious artwork. It looks like that last scene in Citizen Kane -- an impossibly 
huge warehouse where each box contains a priceless artifact. Each box has 
a story. Each box is a treasure. 

All of my earliest movie memories are stored here numerically right in 
front of my eyes. I reach up to the shelves, pull down a box, and peer 
inside. Dopey and Doc are staring back at me. These drawings changed 
the face of animation at a time when people thought of cartoons merely as 
short amusements before feature films. 

A few aisles down is 101 Dalmations. The last time I saw these draw- 
ings, I was six years old. I remember being dressed in pajamas and packed 
into the back of our Rambler station wagon for the trip to the Rosecrans 
Drive-In. Now here I am holding these same drawings in my hands. 

... There’s a feeling you get when you walk through this wonderful vast 
treasure house of art. It’s as if you’re surrounded by thousands of your 
best friends -- Bambi, Pooh, Ariel, Baloo, Mulan, Alice, Mr. Toad.”
